Normally, a writer's 
vanity encourages him not to want it seen until it is edited. However, 
the content impelled me to rush with it. It is this content I believe you 
should be familiar with. I have an even mere shilling manuscript, but 
that deals with evidence the more unwilling mind ean dismiss as teehnioal. 

I think it is mere than comprehensible without any baekground. 

Nay X suggest. Intending no disrespect, in answer to your letter of Sep- 
tember I*, that no matter how man improves aspirin, it will remain inef- 
fective against eanoert 

to saying this, I do not downgrade your own writing, which X regard as 
exceedingly important and urgently in the national interest, as I regard 
everything In your recent public oareer. What you have done and are de- 
tog is vital to the country. More power to you, and no end to your 
determination and dedication! 

1 ? m **** the assassinations, particularly that of President Kennedy, 

and the offioial "investigation", are the basic issue today, gverything 
stems from this. As you realised in our interview, it was followed by 
immediate policy changes and the end to the changes he had begun. (X wish 
f or the writing X am engaged upon did not preclude my now doing 
that book, already largely researched!, ) 

In sending you this manuscript, the last spare copy X have (and X had to 
delay doing this until I could gftt it back), my metlmting purpose is to 
inform you. Aside from its need of editing, it is net quite complete. X 
will be adding a few things to it, such as the names of the publio of- 
ficials who knew in advance of tie King assassination. Immediately before 
It was accomplished, more on the Seoret Service, etc. X have already 
written an addition on the Commission* s executive sessions, what has been 
destroyed, altered, suppressed and eliminated from them, and what they 
disclose. That is now half a book in length, tee large to include in 
this book. I will have to make a separate study of it. 

X will welcome any suggestions you would sere to make, or any other help 
you might see fit to offer. 

By now I believe you may be familiar with my earlier writing. Xn eaoh 
ease I had to be my own publisher, even in the single instanoe where it 
seems othenMse. Is this not, in itself, a sufficient eonmwntary on the 
state - and safety - of our sooietyT The most powerful of the series has 
been ready for the offset earners for 13 months. I have not been able to 
get it published. Commercial publishers pronounce it "fascinating". 
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Although I aak for no help* if you aan direct me to any source of it, of 
any kind, I will appreoiate it rery much. There is no one else writing 
in the field doing any original work. There are a few rery fine young 
scholars Independently but rery eeoperatirely engaged in the researches 
their educations and other needs allow. I do look forward to the day 
when there are those in this country who regard a Presidential assassi- 
nation, its official "investigation" and its oonsequenoes, as worthy of 
more than this slight attention and of some slight support. 

When you return the manuscript, please register or insure it for $100, 
the approximate cost of Xeroxing it if I have to get this done commer- 
cially. The kind of things Americans assume will never happen to their 
basic services, like md*l, are usual with mine, particularly my unpub- 
lished manuscripts. Publications like Per Spiegel and The Times of London 
can confirm this to you. Mail interferences cost me publication or my 
first book in London and another in this oountry. My first two months of 
letters to my British agent, all properly addressed and sent by air, 
reaohed him in a single mall delivery, only four hours too late for them 
to have meant a contract • The one time my Hew fork agent mailed one of 
my manuscripts to the London Times" Washington office, eight others he 
mailed at the same time disappeared with it, for more than a month. This 
is not paragoia, General; it is the sad state of cur sick country. In- 
credible as this kind ef thing seems, I have documentary and photographic 
proof of all of it. 

I do thpnfc you for your time and hope you agree that the knowledge of the 
content of this work can perhaps help you with your own.
